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ABSTRACT 



This report offers statistics on Mississippi's Public 



Community and Junior Colleges' fall 2000 preliminary enrollment. The first 
table is a summary of total headcounts, including credit headcounts, 
noncredit headcounts, technical and vocational headcounts, and full-time and 
part-time headcounts. The total headcount for all schools is 123,595. The 
table also catalogs the percent change from fall 1999 to fall 2000 and 
details virtual community college semester credit hours generated. The report 
then breaks down total headcount, total credit headcount, and total noncredit 
headcount in academic, technical, and vocational programs by individual 
campus. Highlights include: (1) the Clarksdale campus of Coahoma Community 

College had 516 full-time students and 503 part-time students enrolled in 
academic classes, 88 full-time and 4 part-time in technical classes, and 128 
full-time and 5 part-time in vocational classes for a total of 1,244 enrolled 
for credit; (2) the Clarksdale campus also had a total of 2,103 students 
enrolled in noncredit courses, for a total enrollment headcount of 3,347; (3) 
the Raymond campus at Hinds Community College had 2,444 full-time and 464 
part-time students enrolled in academic courses for credit, 503 full-time and 
176 part-time students enrolled in technical courses for credit, 262 
full-time and 96 part-time enrolled in vocational courses for credit; and (4) 
the Raymond campus also had a 9,956 noncredit headcount, for a total of 
13,901. Campus and district information is provided for each of the 15 
colleges.
